S tate College Extension specialists 
outlined spray schedules w hich they

based on the increased value of the 
fru it produced ra th er th a n a d im in u ­ 
tion in the am ount of spray m a­ 
terial used or the use of cheaper

At the sam e tim e how ­ 
ever. they held out hope th a t some 
of the new m aterials m ay be reduced 
in price this year, 


O utline lo u r Schedules 


Four 
different 
spray 
schedules 
were outlined for apple orchards. 
w ith the specialist* noting th a t the 
spray schedules should vary som e­ 
w hat from orchard to orchard d e­ 
pending upon the disease and insect 
situation obtaining in each orchard 
For th a t reason they spoke at length 
on th e com parability of the new and 
old m aterials to give the growers 
guidance in w hat m aterials can be 
used together and in w hat q u an ti­ 
ties. 
For m any orchards they recom ­ 
m ended a special m ite and leaf roller 
spray, noting 
th a t 
in 
I lei 9 m ost 
orchards had two serious in festa­ 
tions of mite* D uring July. European 
red m ites built up to exceptionally 
high populations, frequently as high 
as 175 mites per leaf, they said In 
August the red m ites dwindled rn 
num bers 
and 
Tw o-Spotted 
mite* 
and Schoenei m ites replaced them 
To battle the mite* they suggested 
P arath io n . IS per cent powder, one- 
half pound per IOO gallons, or one- 
q u arter pint of TEPP w ith two ap ­ 
plications to be m ade five days a p a rt 
As an altern ate they suggested us­ 
ing th ree-fo u rth s of a pound P a ra ­ 
thion, IS per cent powder, w ith the 
two applications seven to nine days 
ap art 


New M ile *l»ra> 
A new m ite spray, A ram ue, was 
suggestea for those who are in te r­ 
ested rn giving the prom ising new 
m aterial a trial T he first, applica­ 
tion should be m ade of of I . pounds 
of A ram ue to IOO gallon* of spray 
and .th e 
second 
application, 
this 
tim e w ith one pound of Anamite per 
IOO gallons, should be placed on the 
orchard 14 days after the fir ’ 
To com bat leaf roller a special 
application of 1 4 pounds of R othane 
'D O D '. 50 per cent w ettable powder 
was suggested The w ettable powder 
is preferred over the em ulsion in 
com bination w ith o th er m aterials 
the specialists added, and >aid th at 
the w ettable powder could be added 
to any of the cover sprays if wished 
They added th at a special leafroller 
spray may be needed in July or 
August

Sometime:, there is good reason to 
believe that motordom suffers from 
an over-supply of warning signs.
